Sophisticated Hobby 


The nation has radically cut its /.pending on 
space, but in one area expenditures on rockets 
are soaring, literally. 
Born with the space age in 1957, the hobby- 
»port model rocketry is currently reg stering 
sales of about 410 million a year. 
The rockets, made of balsa wood, plastic or 
other lightweight m aterial, are powered by 
factory-loaded 
solid 
propellants 
which 
send 
them to heights of more than 1,000 feet. They 
descent by parachute. 
Endorsers and supporters of the hobby in­ 
clude not only NASA and the Air Force but the 
National Science Teachers Association and the 
National Fire Protection Association. The lat­ 
ter has issued a comprehensive code for the 
Safe operation of model rockets. 
Model rocketry is considered so safe that 
a large national insurance company provides 
$300.000 insurance for property dam age and 
public liability to each m em ber of the National 
Association of Rocketry, a nonprofit education­ 
al organization formed to guide and encourage 
model rocketry as a hobby and sport 
Mem­ 
bers of the association range in age from 11 
to 70. 
Yet in spite of the fact that in more th n 
20 
million launchings since 1957 there have been 
no serious accidents, several cities have ban­ 
ned model rocketry. 
According to George Toteff, president of Mo­ 
del Products Corp., a leading m anufacturer 
of miniautre rockets and equipment, 
“ It s 
easier for a youngster to get a pistol in many 
areas than it is fo him to launch a model roc­ 
ket.” 
America has gone to the moon, but a lot of 
our local lawm akers are still evidently living 
hi pre-Sputnik days. 


Fringe Benefits 


A lot of sewage has gone over the dam in the 
14 years since the National League of Cities 
and the United States Conference of Mayors 
first marched up Capitol Hill to seek federal 
aid in cleaning up the nation's waterways. 
These two groups have stood head and shoul­ 
ders over other crusaders for clean air and 
water. Their efforts finally paid of several 
weeks ago in 
congressional 
approval of an 
$800-million appropriation under the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act (FWPCA). 
This will at least kick off a program in which 
the states, cities and federal government will 
jointly share in financing construction of fa- 
ci ities required by municipalities to m eet wa- 
ter quality standards. 
-o* 
TIIE $800 MILLION is only a beginning. E s­ 
tim ates of immediately needed FWPCA assist­ 
ance range from a low of $128.000 for Idaho to 
nearly $1.3 billion for New York state. The city 
of Cleveland alone estim ates that the cost of’ 
separating its 1,600 miles of combined storm 
and sanitary sewers would total $1.5 billion. 
Speaking of separating storm and sanitary 
Beyers, something which every city m ust even­ 
tually undertake, there m ay be an unlooked-for 
“ spin-off” from this in addition to the obvious 
benefits of preventing the discharge of raw 
sewage into waterways, controlling flooding 
and improving w ater quality. 
“ Of all the m ajor types of construction ac­ 
tivity, the one that requires the highest per­ 
centage of unskilled labor is the placement of 
sewer lines,” says Norman Krumholz, Cleve­ 
land planning director. 
D irect paym ent in wages to laborers con­ 
structing a dual sew er system in Cleveland 
would total $150 million, he says. At an aver­ 
age annual income of $6,000, this would gen­ 
erate 25,000 m an-years of em ploym ent. 
-o- 
“ IN OTHER WORDS,” says Krumholz, “ this 
one project could employ all presently unem­ 
ployed men in the city for two years.” 
H e adds, however, that these basic laboring 
jafcs m ust not be seen as a deadend but m ust 
form the springboard apprenticeship for perm ­ 
anent positions in building or construction, 
pollution, not unem ploym ent, was the m ajor 
concern of the League of Cities and Confer­ 
ence of M ayors when they began their cam ­ 
paign 14 year? ago. But tim e m ay prove that 
hyy w rought better than they knew.

For example, only two states (Illinois and 
Virginia) 
autom atical y repeat road 
testing 
for renewals. In another eight it is optional, 
with an exam iner deciding. In 15 states, a 
w ritten test is repeated. 
The states are somewhat more attentive to 
the state of driver health with 32 requiring 
new vision tests (but only three — California, 
Florida and Washington — bother to check 
hearing for even a first license). And 11 states 
and the District of Columbia recognize age as 
an im portant safety factor by requiring full 
retesting 
before renewals starting at 
ages 
ranging from 57 to 75. 
Many untrustworthy over-30s can recall a 
m ore innocent and optimistic time when proof 
of age — and usually a very young one at 
that — was all that was required for a driv­ 
e r’s license. We’ve come a long way since 
then, but still have far to go. Adequate testing 
is the beginning, not the end of efforts to re­ 
serve the roads for qualified drivers. 


SOS Via Pigeon 


A generation that yawns at live television 
boadeasts from the moon may find this a bit 
difficult to believe. 
Back in the early 1920s (Which was really 
not so long ago) before radios were common, 
carrier pigeons were taken aboard open cock­ 
pit airplanes and released with m essages in 
cases of trouble, recalls the Bulletin of the 
U S. Naval Oceanographic Office. 
There were several rules pilots were to fol­ 
low. including one that said pigeons were not 
to be released before 6 a m. or after 6 p.m. 
unless the m essage to be delivered was of 
“ very urgent nature.” 
There were also explicit instructions on how 
to write a message. 
"All m essages should be written on the form 
contained in the Pigeon Service Book furnish­ 
ed for that purpose, and should be written in 
all particulars as required by the form. The 
approxim ate place and distance and, if possi­ 
ble. latitude and longitude should be stated in 
the message. When completed, the m essage 
should be carefully folded and rolled so th^t it 
will fit in the m essage holder. It is then at­ 
tached to the pigeon's leg.” 
The Bulletin suggests it m ay have been a 
bit difficult to comply with this regulatiop as 
a plane spiraled toward earth. But at least 
those early pilots didn’t have to worry about 
how to spell “ H avana.” 


The Age of Gab 


H ie United States has overtaken Canada in 
the yak-yak sweepstakes. 
L atest figures reported in “The World’s Tele­ 
phones,” an annual compilation by AT&T, re­ 
veal that Americans made an average of 701 
local and long-distance telephone calls each 
during 1968. 
Canadians had been the most talkative peo­ 
ple in the world in every year since 1951 but 
they dropped to second with 693 conversations 
per capita in 1968, the m ost recent year for 
which statistics are available. 
There were also a lot more telephones to ac­ 
commodate all this talk. In 1968 their number 
increased by 16 million to a world total of 238 
m ilion. 
The United State« led with the absolute most 
—109,256,000—but second place Japan with 20,- 
525,000 had the highest ratio of telephones to 
population—54 for every 100 persons. 
Toyko alone had 3,641,000 Ameches. almost 
as many as the state of Ohio. New York City 
had 5.723,353, but according to local citizens 
most of those often didn’t work. 
More than 200 countries and territories are 
now on speaking term s with 97 per cent of the 
world s 238 million telephones. 
Clearly a lot of gab is being spread around 
by Mr. Bell s invention. But how much under­ 
standing. 


Gl Cut In Europe

New, and as yet unannounced, studies show 
our direct and back-up com m itm ents to W est­ 
ern Europe now cost the United States $14 bil­ 
lion a year, not the $3 billion a year generally 
stated. 
The $3 billion figure misleads. It includes 
only local direct costs. 
These competing calculations have become 
a m ajor issue in the secret adm inistration de­ 
bates over whether to withdraw sizable num­ 
bers of U.S. troops from Europe. 
It can be said with authority the Nixon ad­ 
ministration is badly divided. 


In the State 
Departm ent, 
there is

strong opposition to withdrawals. 
The Pentagon is split. 
Men who work with the While House say Dr. 
Henry Kissinger’s staff seem s to be leaning 
toward the State Departm ent view. 
At this writing, Kissinger's own opinion is 
unknown. 
THE BUDGET BUREAU, some adm inistra­ 
tion economists, and representatives of a num­ 
ber of domestic program s argue for withdraw­ 
als. 
In his State of the World m essage, President 
Nixon said “the United States would hold to 
current American troop levels in Western E ur­ 
ope, “ at least through mid-1971.” He didn’t* 
make clear what would happen after that. 
There have been news reports that keep­ 
ing American troops in West Germany after 
m id-71 is contingent on Bonn bearing the costs. 
Administration men engaged in these de­ 
bates say the antiwithdrawal men have three 
m ajor argum ents: 
W ithdrawals would have unfortunate effects 
on a number of our close allies. For one, they 
hold this action would weaken the West Ger­ 
man governm ent of Willy Brandt. 
W ithdrawals, by reducing the conventional 
military strength in Europe, would “ lower the 
nuclear threshold.” (This m eans that with few­ 
er forces on the spot, we’d more quickly reach 
the point in a war when we'd need to use nuc­ 
lear weapons to stave off defeat on the contin­ 
ent in the face of a determ ined Russian ad­ 
vance.) 
Withriawal toops unilaterally would put us in 
a weaker trading position in East-W est E ur­ 
ope arm s reduction talks. 
The men who favor sharp withdrawals have 
their own argum ents: 
Europe has the funds to pay for its own de­ 
fense. The Euopeans are now paying out a 
sm aller percentage of their gross national pro­ 
duct on arm s than we are. 
It is tim e they 
stood on their own feet. If defense isn’t worth 
the price to them, nothing we do will hold 
them together. If we get tough, and withdraw 
a sizeable num ber of our troops, the chips will 
be down and they will come through. 
In any event, our strength (and our contri­ 
bution) should be in our nuclear umbrella and 
naval and air power. 
A significant cutback of U.S. forces in E ur­ 
ope is essential if U.S. m ilitary spending is to 
be reduced and money found for other pro­ 
grams. 


If the Russians want an agreem ent on troop 
cuts in Europe, the shift of U.S. forces is not 
going to jinx the talks. W hatever each side has 


In place is not the issue; it’s the final balance 


of power in the area.If they insist on an im­ 
possible balance (withdrawals or no withdraw­ 


als) there can be no agreem ent. If Moscow 


doesn't want an agreem ent, but simply w ants 
to debate, the troop movements won’t m atter 


anyway. 


The prowithdrawal men don’t believe the 


shift in American troops will make all that 
difference in the nuclear threshold, especially 
if the Europeans m ake up the differennce by, 
increasing their own defense spending to take 
up the slack. 


Troop withdrawals or no troop withdrawals, 
there are a number of ways to convince the 
Soviet Union that the United States m eans to 
honor its comm itments in W estern Europe.

Pollution Specter— Dust 


Meteorologists have recorded a drop of one- 
half degree in average world tem perature since 
1940 and attribute the cause to increases in the 
amount of dust an expanding world population 
is sending into the air. The dust is forming a 
stratospheric shell around the globe which is 
bouncing back the sun’s rays. 


The trend worries scientists, who estim ate 
that a world-wide drop of only four degrees 
brought on the ice ages. 


Cold comfort though it m ay be, this is one 
environmental crisis for which highly indus­ 
trialized countries are not solely to blame. 
It is not so much the particulates and pollu­ 
tants of factories and machines but dust kick­ 
ed up from the earth itself that is responsible, 
says meteorologist Reid A. Bryson of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin. 


He cites slash-and-burn agriculture and other 
primitive farm ing practices in Asia as heavy 
contributors. The dustiest air on earth is bil­ 
lowing outward from the deserts of northern 
India and Pakistan, where generations of in­ 
tensive farm ing and grazing have devegetated 
the land. 


But adding to the thickening shield of man- 
m ade dust is a new source — jet airplanes, 
whose streaked layers of condensed vapor may 
increase cloudiness by 10 per cent in heavily 
traveled corridors like the North Atlantic. The 
proposed supersonic transport fleet would add 
heavily to the vapor blanket, fears Bryson, 
“ and our grandchildren may never see a blue 
aky ” 


This would really be a case of “fly now, 
pay later.**

Reduce the voting age to 18, says anthro­ 
pologist Dr. M argaret Mead, and you reduce 
student tension on college campuses across 
the country. 


“ Denying a person a voice in his govern­ 
m ent can put the sanest men and women 
into a rebellious and frustrated state where 
they no longer trust the political process on 
which our freedom is built,” she said. 


QUITE FRANKLY. I used to wonder about 
some of the things Dr. Mead said. Not any 
more. The lady knows of what she speaks. 
I was raised in Kentucky, one of the two 
states where 18-year-olds can vote. As I re­ 
call, it was quite different in those days. The 
only liberal I knew was a girl who would 
kiss you on the first date. I thought a moder­ 
ate was a man who didn’t drink much. 
We were pretty tam e, as I think about it, 
but the thing I recall about voting for the 
first tim e—other than the fact that M artin 
County was still using gray m etal ballot box­ 
es and that I m arked my ballot with a wood­ 
en stamj>~is a feeling: 
I voted for Bert T. Combs (who was to be­ 
come governor), walked out of the court­ 
house and felt this tingle of satisfaction—the

THERE ARE PERSONS who are against

Dissent 
In Russia

It took no time for a Soviet court to dedde 


that former Maj. Gen. Pyotr Grigorenko, an 


outspoken critic of the Communist regime, 


should be detained indefeinHely in an institu­ 


tion for the criminally insane. 


H ie Kremlin's judges acted swiftly after two 


“ medical experts” of the scret police (KGB) 


testified that they had personally “ exam ined” 


Grigorenko (was it in the dungeons of the Lu- 
byanka prison?) and found him completely ir- 


ritional and irresponsible 


The ex-general thus joined the noted religious 


w riter, Anatoly Levitin-Krasnov, and scores 


of other writers, artists and scientists who 
have been declared “ legally insane” by Rus­ 


sian courts. 


Stalin simply executed critics of his brutal 


rule but his uneasy successors in the Kremlin 
have found a more “humane” way of dealing 


with dissidents. Some are banished to hard la­ 
bor in Siberia. But the majority are doomed 


to vegetate in m ental institutions. 


AS IF A SANE PERSON could not possibly 
detest the dictatorship of the mediocrities who 
oow rule Russia. 


While he was at liberty, the 63-year-old Grig­ 
orenko led vigorous public protests against th« 
“ Stalinists without Stalin.” He denounced the 
persecution of liberal Soviet authors and con* 
demntd Russia's invasion 
of Czechoslovakia 
in 1968. 


But, for all hts courage and idealism, Grig- 
orenko's was only one voice in the rising chor­ 
us of criticism that troubles the Kremlin. All 
over 
Russia, men and 
women are 
forming 
groups for the “ Defense of Civil Rights” and 
print clandestine newspapers. 


One such publication, known as “ Chronlcla 
of Current Events,” is probably the first cas« 
of a m ajor opposition newspaper since Lenin 
suppressed the free press in Russia in 1918. 


Though 
typewritten 
and 
clandestine, 
the 
Chronicle is circulated throughout the country. 
It has been appearing regularly for almost two 
years. 


THE KREMLIN’S official newspaper, “ Mol- 
odoy Kommunist” (Young Communist), also 
complained recently that, in various towns and 
industrial 
centers of Russia, 
“hundreds 
of 
gangsters of the air are broadcasting political 
sneers with home-built radio transm itters.” . 
In the view of specialists on communism, 
the Soviet Union is not yet on the brink of 
revolution, for the obvious reason that th t 
new groups of revolutionists are not as organ­ 
ized or influential as their predecessor* w ert 
in Tsarist Russia. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
Soviet 
leaders, 
clearly 
frightened, find it increasingly difficult to cope 
with the internal pressure for democratization. 
Many thinking Soviet citizens, particularly 
young w riters and scientists, increasingly ques­ 
tion the value of Marxist-Leninist rigidity in 
a modern technological society and are resist­ 
ing the attem pt of the Communist party to turn 
back the clock. 


DESPITE THE KREMLIN’S new repressive 
m easures, they refuse to lie low and. at per­ 
sonal risk, are becoming progressively more 
daring. 


The most disturbing feature for the Com­ 
m unist bureaucrats is the fact that dissidents, 
»pearheaded by intellectuals, are now finding 
support even in the Red arm y and navy. 


At least three young officers attached to an 
atom ic subm arine 
are known to have 
been 
arrested in Tallin, capital of the Soviet Baltic 
republic of Estonia, for alleged anti-Soviet ac­ 
tivities. 
They 
were 
accused, 
among 
other 
things, of circulating documentns urging de­ 
mocratization of Soviet society. 


According to the eminent French authority 
on communism, Prof. Georges Haupt of the 
Sorbonne, the protest movement in Russia is 
constantnly gaining in dynamism and an of­ 
fensive spirit. He predicts that it will move 
from protest to dissent and from dissent to 
open opposition

Fo r this reaso n, the Arkansas 
Demo crat said in an interview, 
he plans to press hearings by 
his Fo reign Relatio ns Co mmit 
tee o n vario us aspects o f U S 
invo lvement in Vietnam. 
The next ro und, after the Sen­ 
ate's Faster ho lidays, will deal 
with the so cial and eco no mic 
Impact o n So uth Vietnam o f the 
large U.S. presence. The pur­ 
po se, as with many o f Ful- 
bright's hearings, is to educate 
Americans.
